Plenty Of Gas In. 
British Columbia — 


British | Columbia’s northern 
Peace River district has enough 
natural gas to supply all possible 
markets in the northveestern Unit- 
ed States as well as in Canada 
according to the. Social credit 
Premier W. A. C. Bennett. 

The west coast province’s prem- 
ier issued a statement November 
19 in the hope of influencing a 
decision by the U.S. Federal Power 
Commission and “to spike pre- 
sistent rumors which have been 
circulating across the country in 
regard to the natural gas pipeline.” 

Mr. Bennett was referring to the 
proposed West Coast Transmission 
Company, natural gas ‘pipeline 
which would extend from north of 
Edmonton to Vancouver and would 
be fed partly by a feeder line run- 
ning south from Dawson Creek, 
B.C. ‘ 

The. company is awaiting a de- 
cision on its application for per- 
mission to pipe gas into the Pa- 
cific Northwest states. 

According to Mr. Bennett, latest 
figures show B.C. has 2.2 trillion 
cubic feet of proven gas reserves, 
compared to 1.5 trillion cubic feet 
in Alberta. an

Influx Of Prospectors, Miners 
Makes Survey Of Sask. 
North Boundary Necessary 


Saskatchewan has long been known as Canada's only 
box-shaped province—but until this summer the need to 
close the lid on the box, that is to define visibly the north- 
ern boundary of the province, had not been considered 
necessary. 


“Once they roamed the continent 
by the millions. Now they are 
almost extinct. ’ 

Surrounded by desert, they live 
in the peaceful seclusion of Sask- 
atchewan’s dust bowl. Where noth- 
ing grows but grass and wild 
flowers, the prairie dog finds his 
living.

Albert Swantson and red Lahr- 
man, field workers with the Sask- 
atchewan provincial museum, re- 
cently visited Dog Town to investi- 
gate “living conditions” and bring 
back specimens.

“Since the northern boundary of 
Saskatchewan is also the southern 
boundary of the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, its survey i# the joint in- 
terest of the federal and provincial 
governments. As a result, the -as- 
katchewan-Northwest Territories 
Boundary commission, composed 
of representatives of both gov- 
ernments, was established to sup- 
ervise the survey. 

Chairman of this commission is 
B. W. Waugh, Surveyor General 
of Canada, with A. I. 
Controller of Surveys, represent- 
ing the province. 

Technically, the boundary of 


| Saskatchewan is defined as that 


section of the 60th parallel of 
north latitude between the meridi- 
ans ‘and 102 degrees and 110 de- 
grees west of Greenwich. Although 
the final task is to run a’ “cut 
line’ through the bush along the 
boundary. and ‘establish boundary 
markers at frequent intervals, the 
first requirement is to locate the 
60th parallel by astronomic obser- 
vations taken at 25-mile intervals 
along the boundary. 

The completion of these obser- 
vations would give 13 check points 
across the top of Saskatchewan, 
which would serve, to control the 
ultimate cutting. of a six foot 
boundary line through the bush. 

Mr. Bereskin noted that all trees 
and bushes would be cleared in a 
six-foot swath along the boundary, 
with the actual boundary ‘ine in 
the centre of the swath.

—SAYS FIRE COMMISSIONER 

The number of children who lost theif lives in fires in. 
Saskatchewan last year has prompted Fire Commissioner 
R. A. W. Switzet to emphasize the importance of teaching 
children safety practises, and of parents hiring efficient 
baby sitters. Fires during 1952 took.the lives of 20 children. 
Seven of them had been left at home alone by thoughtless 
parents. 

The fire commissioner stressed 
the following points: 

Baby sitters should first of all 
be competent:. for example, a ten 
‘year old child is not competent to 
look after younger. children in case 
of an emergency. Such a child is 
not sufficiently mature to have 
learned tO think of.others as a 
grown-up might. In case of fire, 
a@ juvenile. baby sitter may very 
well rush from the. burning’ struc- 
ture with. no other thought. in 
mind than-to save herself. This is 
no reflection on such baby sitters, 
Mr. Switzer said—they are simply 
following, human nature at this 
age, : 

When parents hire a. baby sitter 
with whom they are willing to 
trust. the lives of their children, 
the following precautions should 
be taken, the fire commissioner 
sald: 

1. Mc-ke sure that the baby sitter 
‘is familiar with the house where 
she is working, and that she knows 
the quickest route to evacuate 
childrén in case of an emergency. 

2. The baby sitter should be in-' 
formed on how to control heating 
appliances and should be given in- 
structions on how to tend the re 
properly. 


3. The baby sitter should be in- STO pe 
structed to wrap children in| ; ; 
blankets and get them out safely |. Pa 
and quickly in case of fire.’
